longer every minute, that it was iii the 
eastern sky or on the western horizon, 
and that there was or wasn't any such 
tiling at all. 


Got Astronom ers Guessing. 
The truth of the matter is that Mr. 
Hailey's wanderer has got the astron­ 
omers wondering just where they get 
off. 
They had it all figured out that 
we were passing through the tail on 
Wednesday night. There couldn't have 
been 
any numerical 
error iu their 
reckoning, they say, because they hav* 
a system of checks that precludes mis­ 
ta k e . So we all got o u tliv e s braced 
up to the point of standing the might> 
frisking without a murmur, and at th** 
appointed time every one looked at 
every one else and thought he wrould 
just as soon do this all day. And then 
thev basil it on us that 
tho 
worst 
hasn’t really happened at all and that 
perhaps It won’t happen. 
VV hat knocked the figuring into a 
cocked hat was the appearance of that 
tail just before dawn Thursday over 
iii the eastern sky, when they all sup­ 
posed it was flipping well down in th** 
western sky.

— "Human 
slaughter houses" is the designation 
of steel manufacturing 
concerns in 
Pennsylvania given at a hearing be­ 
fore the senate committee on public 
health and national quarantine in con- 
met ion with the Owen bill providing 
for the creation of a department of 
labor and health. 
it was charged that in the hospitals 
of these* plants "wilful murder" was 
committed on the theory that dead 
men were less expensive than cripples. 
This charge was directed at the Beth­ 
lehem Steel company. 
These sensational statements were 
made by Arthur E. Holder, legislative 
agent of the American Federation of 
Labor. He promised to give the com­ 
mittee with a statement giving the 
source of Dis informal ion 
Mr. Holder told Hie committee that 
responsible 
representatives of labor 
organizations during the strike at the 
Pressed Steel (’ar company’s works 
at McKees Rocks advertised that con­ 
cern as a "hum an slaughter house ” 
"A few days ago,” said Mi 
Holder, 
"I was sifting in Hie office of a Penn­ 
sylvania member of congress and was 
Informed tiiat in the hospital of one 
of the Pennsylvania steel concerns 
wilful m urder’ was committed when 
it was found that it world be better 
for the company to have a dead man 
than a ‘cripple.’ ” 
Senator Smoot demanded to kiiciw 
the name of the concern accused of 
these crimes anc! tile name of his in 
formant. Mr. Holder responded that 
the name of the concern was the Beth­ 
lehem Hi eel company and he promised 
ti* supply the committee with all the 
fa* ts connected with the charge. 
He had stated prior to this that one 
manufacturing concern in Ohio was 
reported to have "killed'' 1200 men in 
nine years. Senator S rn not challenged 
these figures, and Mr. Holder said that 
tie had no first hand information con­ 
cerning them. 
The opposition to the Owen hill, 
chiefly the National League of Medical 
Freedom, was experted to occupy the 
time of the* committee, hut their hear­ 
ing was postponed. All of the speakers 
supported the measure
